MADISON, March 24. 


The Supreme Coart met tbii afteraoon and 


gavt judgment against Mr. Barttou, and is fa- 
vor of GOVERNOR BASHKOBD. The decision 
of the Court wa* very clear and able. They 
stated thnt after the elaborate Opinions which 
had been resd.it would be unnecessary to en- 
ter iuto any de-tails concerning the case. 
It 


was a matter of da*|i regret to the Court that 
the course pursued )>y the Respondent (Bar- 
stow) arid the Attorney General hod precluded 
the possibility of a jury trial, but the course 
would not intimidate them from doing justice, 
nor make them swerve a hair's breadth from 
tho path of duty. They stated that they had 
announced that the certificate of the Board of 
Canvassers would be regarded a* pnma facia 
evidence of Barstow'd right to the Executive 
office, cntil it was pruned to have been illegal- 
ly given, as fur as a majority of votes was con- 
cerued. The Court inquired into the duty of 
Town, County, and State Canvassers—upon 
their powers and duties under tho Statutes — 
They stated that they would paw no opinion 
upon tho Waupacca returns, nor upon the evi- 
dences of fraud which had bees presented by 
Itelator'e Couueel, but on examining the evi- 
dence, aud inspecting the returns in the office 
of the Secretary of (Mate, they found that Mr. 
Bashfonl had received a plurality of the legal 
votes of the State nt the last election, and 
therefore gave a judgment of ouster against the 
Respondent, and another judgment in favor of 
the lielator. 


Great was the joy of Republicans when the 


action of the Court was known. The good 
news flow iibout like lightning, and many has- 
tened to tender their hearty congratulations to 
Mr. Basbford at hii limil success, and the trU 
uiuuii of Justice. It ia indeed a glorious vic- 
tory of principle, ant! must prove a great nnd 
important epoch in the history of our State.

A serious accident occurred yesterday after- 


noon about 5'oelock, to tho Hudson River R 
R. train, when within about four miles of A.]- 
I any. The ash-pan of the locomotive foil and 
piMSed under the tender and baggage car be- 
tweoii iho wheels, but struck the wheel* of£he 
first paiisen^er car nnd threw it on to the sidoi 
truck on its side to the left, lifting it from the 
truck wheels, und in this condition it was 
dragged 100 rods before the train was stopped. 
All the scuts were broken out, most of the glass 
from tlin windows, ditto. 
One man whojiimp- 


ed from the car, had his leg broken below the 
knee, two elderly men were very badly bruised 
—who are now under treatment at this Hotel 
—tho Union House—and all in the car were 
more or less injured, but none others seriously. 
The next car was thrown off the track to the 
right, down nn embankment of ten feet, rolling 
over oiico and a half—having changed ends by 
the motion forward of the rear curs—and lodg 
inj; bottom up. The couplings at both ends 01 
thia car broke and tho three remaining cars 
passed on without being thrown off the track 
and wero brought to a stop by the brakes ai 
the end of 00 or 70 roils. Nearly all in the sec 
end car were m«>ro or lesa cut, bruised or 
•tunned, but none seriously hurt. A Mr. West 
brook, Sergeant-at-Armi of the Assembly 
jumped from the third car—which waa not 
thrown fri>m the track—and made a compound 
fracture of his right leg, above the knee. AI 
the earn were full of passengers, and how so 
little injury was done, passes my comprehen- 
sion. :[ was in th« tltird car, and as wo passed 
it looked like n long boat, not more than three 
or four feet in diameter, rolling. The shock 
was an if the engine had been suddenly revers- 
ed in tin attempt to *top the train. At N. York, 
I, at firnt, took a »oat in tlits car, but changed 
because it was too near tho door. Else I sho'd 
have have turned* somerset as quickly as some 
of my brother editor* do, if I had met with BO 
greater mishtip.

ford, accompanied by his counsel, Mr. Ryan 
and Judge Howe, together with hi* private 
Secretary, 1!.

Some other remarks passed, when Mr. Mc- 


Arthur desired to know definitely, whether or 
no Mr. Bashford would insist ou his right to 
occupy the Executive Chamber, and also if he 
intended using force to expel him (MeArthur) 
provided be refused, :is he intended, to yield 
hia rights to the Chamber. 


After some evasive replies, Mr. Bashford 


stated distinctly that it would be hia duty so to 
act.
